Reaſon is the leading faculty of the Mind, 
which applies and direQts the ſeveral No- 
tices, given by the Senſes to their proper 
uſe. It alſo determines the Notices we 
derive from Revelation; we compare 
duced from the vifible Creation, of the 
Power, Wiſdom and Goodneſs of the 
CrEAToOR ; and if we find no diſagree- 
ment in our Ideas in that, to thoſe de- 
duced from God's File Works, the Ja- 
ternal Evidence of that coming from God, 
will be fatisfaftory to an unprejudiced 
Mind ; and the Internal Evidence for its 
Authority muſt be eſtabliſhed. The Ex- 
 fernal Evidence of its Truth from Pro- 
i and Miracles, alſo falls under its 
Examination.

Again, Revelation affiſts Reaſon, by 
enlarging its field of obſer vation: but in 


this alſo it has its Limits. Revelation is 
to the Human Mind, what the Teleſcope 
is to the Eye. It enlarges its Powers, ena- 
bling the Eye to ſee many things, which, 
before it was invented, were out of the 
reach of fight, but which now are the 


- Obje&ts of that Senſe, and by whoſe help 


many uſeful diſcoveries in ASTRONOMY 
have been made. Of this aſſiſtance to 

Reaſon, (the Eye of the Soul} is Revela- 
tion. It diſcovers to us the Relation we

whoſe Exiſlence was even unknown to 


the World before that Revelation was 
given, and alſo the Duties ariſing from 


thence, towards them, of Gratitude, Obe- 
dience, and Worſhip ; as tothe REDEEMER

 figned of Redeemer and Sandtifier, point 
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Gop and Man, and to the SANCTIFIER

In conſequence of which Divine Revela- 
tion, we are commanded when baptized, 
to be baptized in the Name of the Fa- 
THER, Son, and Ho v Grosr. That 
velation, is plain. St. John, in the in- 
troduction to his Goſpel, wrote confef- 
ſedly to eftabliſh this divine Truth, Thar 
Jesvs CurisT ig the Sen of Gon, and 6 5 
that believing you might have Life through 
hn i. Sis Name; ſpeaks thus: In the beginning 
"+ vas the Word, and the Word was Gon: 
the ſame was in the beginning with Gon. 
All things were made by Him, and wyth= 
ont him, nothing was made, that was 
made. In bin was Life, and the Life 
was the Light of Men. From this Lan- 
guage we can deduce no other doctrine, 
than that of his Devine Nature: yet we are 4 
taught by the ſame authority, to diſtin- 
guiſh him from the Faruzx, the unori- 
ginated Cauſe of all; the Evangeliſt ad- 


ö Reason end REVELATION. | 
ding to his Aſſertion; that be was God: 


the ſame was in the beginning with God : 
which words imply a difin& Intelligence, 
though of the ſame Nature with God the 
FaTHEeR. The ſame Divine Truth our 
Saviour aſſerted, in his Prayer to Gon, 
the Hour preceding that of his laſt Suf- 
fering, the Time of his greatgſ bumilia- 
tion: Now O Father glorify me mitb thy- 
ſelf, with the Glory, I bad with Tres, 

| before the world was. Are theſe the words 

of a Creature, of a nature bowever excel- 

> dent, to his Creator, as the AkIAxs aflert ; 
or of a San to bis Father, and Partaker 
8 of his divine Nature? At the ſame time 
1 te Arian Hereſy ſtands thus diſproved by 
Revelation, the Socinian Hereſy muſt 
be condemned, as more contradictory to 
the Tenor of the Goſpel : for Socinus not 
only aſſerts, that the Son of Gop was a 
being, created in Time, but that He had 
40 Exiſlence before His Birth by the Vir- 
. Zi- Mocber. It is endleſs to run through 
all the Herefies which have aroſe in the 
Church, and, to its great ſcandal, have 
occaſioned Animoſities throughout it, 
Perſecutions, 


On the din Powers of 
Perſecutions, and even Civil Wars, on 
this ineplicable Doctrine. But we ought 
to lament the weakneſs of our nature, 
which can contend with Gop, and ſet 

up our Reaſonings in contradiction to his 
expreſs Word. The Myſtery of the Tx1- 
NITY is, from the Nature of God, inex- 
plicable, revealed to us as an Object of 
dur Faitb, and to be received as ſuch of 
us, with filent humility, as coming from 
the Fountain of Truth; and therefore 
acknowledged a Tx, though not the 
ſubject of a finite Comprebenſian. But I 
would recommend to all inquirers on a 
Subject ſo inyſterious, to be cautious how 

they ſet their Judgment againſt the Word 
of God; reminding them of the denun- 
ciations in the book of Revelations, 
againſt them who fiat from, or added to, 
the Word of that Prophecy ; as the denun- 


ciation muſt, in a more. near manner, 


belong to all who add to, or take from 


Rev. xxii- the General Truths of the Goſpel. If 


any Man ſhall add to theſe truths, Gad 
ſhall add unto him the plagues that are 
written in this Book; and if any Man 
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ſhall take away from the Words of this 
Book, God fhal take away bis part in the 
book of Life.—But this happens from the 


perverſe Uſe that is made of Divine 


Revelation. Men, inſtead of bringing 
their judgments to accord to the Word of 
God, make the Word of Gad. to conform 
to their opinions; and will receive it on 
no other terms. From this Per verſion of 


the End, for which Revelation was given, 5 


ſprings every hereſy and diviſion which 


has infeſted the Church of Chriſt : 


Whereas the endeavours of the great 
Apoſile of the Gentiles was to introduce 
Unanmity in the Church, by an intire 
ſubmiſſion of the Mind 70 Gad's revealed 
Will.—Caſting down imaginations (vain 
reaſoning) and every vain thing that 
exalteth itſelf againſt the knowledge of God,

On the ditinct Powers of 
deemer of the World ; and the SackirIcE 
He made of himſelf on the Crofs, treated 
as an wnhboly thing; only as the natural 
refielt of preaching to an unbelieving 
People, and not as the determinate Council 
of God, as aſſerted in Scripture. But the 
Pride of Men will not admit of Truths 
beyond their Conception, though they come 
from God himſelf : and yet (a confide- 
ration enough to humble that pride) 
Natural Religion offers equal difficulties 


to the underſtanding, with that revealed. 


To inftance—We allow God as the Firſt 


| Cauſe of all Being: in Him we allow a 


Nature, which we do not, nor can compre- 
bend. The light of nature teaches us to 
fay, that HE muſt be a Simple, uncom- 


pounded Being; Perfett Unity itſelf. 


It alſo tells us, that He muſt exiſt alike 
at all times, and in all places; but how to 
reconcile the infinite Extenſan with the 
Unity of his Perſon, exceeds our beſt 


knowledge. We know the Properties of | 
Matter; we are intimately converſant 


with them; amongſt them, one is its infinite

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are wholly ignorant of; for we can de- 
negative to thoſe properties we aſſign to 
Matter, as that it is inmaterial, uncom- 


founded, indivifible. We know therefore 
of no extenfion, but an extenſion of parts: 


therefore a Being of a Subſtance uncom- 


pounded, yet of infinite Extenfion, muſt be 


incomprehenfible to us. No Doctrine of 


Laas. Unity and Infinity perplex the 
Mind as much as the Scripture Doctrine 
of TzxiniTY In UniTY. But even here 
Revelation has the Advantage : it comes 


from the Gop of Truth, from the Foun- 


tain of Wiſdom ; and every word he 
quires a bamble acquieſeence in the Truth 
of revealed Religion, though inexplicable 
to us: Whereas the Knowledge derived 
from the light of Nature is ſallible at all 
times; and when employed in conſidering

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ſubject ſo much out of our reach, how 
comes it that we find ſuch different opi- 
nions take place, of .the Divine Nature, 
from the Ph:loſophic Infidel, up. to the 
perfect Tbeiſt? from.

to a. Moral Con victian of all Truths which 

the light of nature can teach? It is plain 
from hence, that the Philoſophic Infidel 
ſuſpects his own fallible Guide, and will 

not follow her through all enquiries; 
though. when ſhe is oppoſed to revealed 

Religion as the only infallible guide to all 

truths ; but there i is no reaſon for this 

oppoſition : both Natural and Revealed 
Religion come from the ſame God, and 
ſpeak the ſame language of Faith and 
Obedience, and teach us the ſame. Duties. 
That Revelation teaches us Doctrines not 
diſcoverable by the light of Reaſon is 
no wonder; Gop therein ſpeaks of Hin- 
ell, and reveals a. knowledge untaught 
| before; a inowledge not given to perplex 
our underſtandings, but to ſtrengthen our 
hopes and fears ; to enliven our hearts to

eternal Life by Faith in his Son, who is 
declared to be all Powerfid to redeem ; 
and by Obedience to every motion of his

That Revelation gives no farther light 
into this Myſtery of tbe Goputzap, than 
is uſeful for thoſe purpoſes, there are #19 
Reaſons to be aligned :
